The enclosed National Coin Week medal dated 1948 was awarded to all 
participants that year. At that time I exhibited the silver dollars of 
North, Central and South America in the Western Saving Fund Sociacet 
window at Borad and Chestnut Sts. Philadelphia, Pa.
